Dual SLepreseutation. 

When writing upon this quostion, 
a few months since, wo ventured to as- 
sert that the death-knell of the princi- 
ple in the Province of Quebec would 
be Bounded at the next session of its 
Legislature That prediction has been 
verified. Mr. Marchand's bill to abolish 
dual representation in Quebec passed 
a second reading by a vote of 35 to 24. 
The measure camo from the Opposition 
and was strongly opposed by the Min- 
isters, who, howover, prudently left it 
an open question upon which their 
supporters might vote without restraint. 
This act of Quebec eliminates the system 
from the last of tho four- original Pro- 
vinces. Nova Scotia and New Buns- 
wick guarded against it in the first in- 
stance. Ontario abolished it last 
year; and now wo have seen Quebec 
fall into lino. It still remains for 
Manitoba and British Columbia to pro- 
nounce upon it. In so far as Mani- 
toba is concerned, we are not aware 
whether the subject has occupied 
public attontion. In British Colum- 
bia, however, tho case is different. 
Here tho subject has receivod a good 
deal of attention. It will bo remem- 
bered that a resolution intended to 
abolish dual representation in this 
Province was lost by a single vote last 
session. That another attempt in tho 
same direction will bo more successful 
seems highly probable; but any meas- 
ure of the kind must remain in opera- 
tive hero until tho present Parliament- 
ary 1 term shall have ruu out. Tho 
"Globo" thinks that "It is, however, 
all but certain that tho new House 
of Commons will, by a general measuro, 
settle this question once for all for tho 
whole Dominion." Although quite 
unable to spmpathise with tho CI lobe's 
mode of torturing the question for 
party purposes, vet wo cannot but 
wish that it may have correctly antici- 
pated the course of tho Federal Par- 
liament. Wo do not follow our con- 
temporary in the belief, or professed 
bolief, that tho principle is a more 
dangorous instrument in the hands of 
the present Federal Government than 
it would be in tho hands of any other 
party in power or, for the matter of 
that, out of power; for it cannot be 
c mcealed that it is a weapon capable 
o: being used by the "outs," as well 
a; by the "ins." AVo object to it upon 
the ' broader and more important 
grounds that it tends to undue central- 
ization and to interference with the in- 
dependence of Provincial legislation 
and administration. But we object to 
it, in so far as our own Province is con- 
cerned, chiefly because, as our contem- 
porary truly remarks: -'In British 
Columbia it is extremely unpopular, 
and. in fact, it is physically impossible 
for the same member to sit in the 
Local Assembly and the Dominion 
Parliament. 



Honors to Stanley- 

HIS RECEPTIOX IN NEW i'ORK A WITTY 

SPEECH. 

Mr. Stanley, the discoverer of tho 
lost Livingstone, wa-i entertained by 
the Loutus Club, New York, on the 
evening of November 22d. lie 
made a very happy speech, in which 
he said: 

"[came to London rather elated, 
and 1 think that emotion grew until I 
was dumped into a cold bath at Brighton 
[Laughter. | Lo and behold! the 
Royal ( ! ideographical Society were as- 
sembled there in cool conclave. They 
wanted to hear something about the 
geography of Central Africa, and I had 
so much to toll, had they not met mo 
with dark frowns and suspicious 
looks, and then I sat down very tame- 
ly indeed. 

They had notified me— ""Would you 
bo kind enough to come down Mr. 
Stanley and deliver an address about 
your discoveries, " I thought it was 
rather a cool demand to ask a man who 
had spent for his employer $50,000 to 
ask him "If ho would have the good- 
ness to toll them about his discover- 
ies." 

But if I was astonished when I went 
to Brighton, I was more astonished 
after sitting down to find that I was 
not going to get any thanks at all. 
"But no, we have none to spare you, 
toy dear sir. AVo wish you were our 
correspondent, but since yon are an 
American correspondent, you must, 
take what comes." "Of course, sir, 1 
will take it with a good grace. What 
may it bo, pray ? " 

"Well, yon know Colonel Grant, tho 
companion of Speko (of course, he was 
quite an authority in geography con- 
cerning Central Africa.) He said, 
"Ah, you all talk about Livingstone. 
Ye gods! this man is dreaming; be is a 
thousand miles out of his reckoning. 
Ho knows nothing about, what he 
says-" 

I was rather astonished that one 
traveller should have criticized an- 
other in such language. Livingstone 
says he has seen gorillas in longitude 
76 deg. east. Col. Grant who only 
wont 32 dog. cast, says "it cannot bo 
that he saw then, because 1 didn't see 
them in 42 deg. oast." 

This is very much liko a Parisian 
saying, "There is no St, Paul's Catlio- 
dralin London, for I have not seen 
'any in Paris." | Laughter. | 

If I WAS astonished at Col (aunt, 
what do you think of my amazement 
When another gentleman rose - it was 
the IlOblfl brow and sagacious head of 

Dr. CUa». Boake— and said; 



"I foll'con vinced that Livingstone has 
not discovered the source of the Nile." 
I bowed, "Why, pray?" "Because Dr. 
Swinfort has been somowhat above 
Gondicora and ho has seen a large 
rango of mountains, stretching I don't 
know how far or how wide, and dis- 
viding two differentrivera.oneof which 
is the Nile. Therefore tho- other can- 
not flow through to it, according to Dr. 
Livingstone." 

That gentleman also sat down leav- 
ing mc considerably perplexed, B and 
still more so when Rawlinson, Presi- 
dent of tho Geographical Society, and 
an authority upon matters connected 
with the geographical aspect of Africa, 
said in his mild, pleasant way: 

" Well, you know that river may be 
tho Nile and it may bo some other, 
but you know it is very dubious," (and 
Mr. 'Stanley's imitation of Mr. Raw- 
linson caused groat amusement.) 

Mr. Rawlinson had told me just be- 
fore the lecture that ho was an ardent 
supporter of tho theory that fresh-water 
lakesraust have outlets. Other gentle- 
men with many titles to their names, 
said : 

"We are very much obliged to Mr. 
Stanley; but though we admire tho 
grandeur of his character, tho tenacity 
of his purpose, we do not want, ah! 
any sensational stories. ,AVe want facts !' 

I think just now that these ^ontle- 
men are rather sorry they went so far, 
because I have found out the motive, 
which promoted all these unkind criti- 
cisms. 

I have found out that though Francis 
Gal ton said he didn't want any sen- 
sational stories, he meant to say: "Stan- 
Icy, don't you come to us with any 
clap-trap about Livingstone. You know 
that wo know Livingstone pretty well. 
You must recognize the Geographical 
Society first." [Laughter.] 

But I was not told to discover the 
Royal ( ! eographical society. | Laughter. | 
Tho only man I wont to discover was 
Dr. Livingstone. Newspapers have at- 
tacked me, but they have since acknow- 
ledged they were in error. 

Even since I have arrived from Zan- 
zibar, great changes havo taken place 
in the feeling of Europe, and many ex- 
peditions are being sent out. 

Air. Stanley spoke of the rapid 
civilization that was going on which was 
the result of Dr. Livingstone's heroic 
endeavors, and concluded with tho 
hope and belief that at somo future day 
the Club would have tho pleasure of 
welcoming Dr. Livingstone more heart- 
ily even than Dr. Livingstone's dis- 



coveror.

Tho court resumed its sitting yesterday 
at 12 o'clock, noon. 

HAHSLAUOIl'ircit. 

John Brown, who was tried tho day pre- 
vious and convicted of manslaughter, was 
called up for sentence. 

Tho prisoner, when called upon in tho 
usual manner to speak previous to sen- 
tence being pasasd, said ho and Johnson 
were both drunk when they got into their 
boat; that Johnson had liquor on board. 
John Johnson was so tight that ho could 
hardly steer. Ho (tho prisoner) was some 
200 yards from Johnson's boat when ho 
(Brown) lost sight of his partner. There 
was a gale of wind blowing at the time. 
He came alongside the boat and towed her. 
When morning camo and ho reached the 
shore. Aram Johnson nskod for his bro- 
ther, lie then told how John he suppoa- 
ed bad got drowned. Nothing more was 
said about the matter until f i:c month? 
aftor, when he wan arrosted. Never saw 
the Indinn boy, only saw the man. He 
hod been in tho country since '5y and 
never had anything against any man. 

Justico Crease then proceeded to address 
tho prisoner. His Honor remarked that 
ho bad known tho prisoner under another 
name. All tho particulars of the case bad 
been examined in a very able manner by 
counsel on either side, Twelve intelli- 
gent and unprejudiced men had sat on tho 
case the wholo day until midnight. Aftor 
everything had boon well weighed and he 
could not but believe tho prisoner guilty 
of taking human lifo: hut the jury, in all 
mercy and believing that he had had pro- 
vocation; that tho ittTVny was not preme- 
ditated, and that tho fatal instrument hap- 
pening to lay close at hand, had come to 
tho conclusion that bo was not guilty of a 
crime upon which tho extreme penalty of 
the law is passed. The verdict which 
they brought in was tho result of a vory 
short consultation. Tho sentence of the 
Court was that you bo kept in penal ser- 
vitude for ten years. 

Arrival of Prof. Macotm. 



Professor J. Maeoun, attached to Mr. 
Sandford Fleming's party at botanist for 
the Dominion Govornment, has just ar- 
rived after an extensive tour through tho 
most northeasterly portion of British Co- 
lumbia. Tho traveller branched off from 
tho Engineer-in-Ohief's party at Port 
Edmonton with Mr. Horot/.ky, and pro- 
ceeded to Peace Elver by way of Slave 
Lake. He describes this section of coun- 
try as most beautiful, consisting of open 
prairie land interspersed with copses of 
poplar and well watered. Tho Professor 
met Harper's party on Peace River, 20 
miles below tho Canon, October 22nd. 
Tho party had left Omineca soma 
time in September. It consists of seven 
miners. It is camped at tho mouth of tho 
Half- Way Kiver, which they intend to go 
up as far as thoy can, then cross over on 
sleighs to PosLaird's. Mr. Horetzky left 
Prof, Maeoun at Stuarts Lake, and will 
prospect tho country to tho coast by way 
ofSkeenannd Naas Rivers; The ther- 
mometer was '2(i deg. below zero when he 
reached the Qnesnelle, The rivers and 
lakos ho crossed were nil frozen, snow be- 
ing soveral inches thick on they ground. 
Tho Professor has made a fine collection 
of botanical specimens and has sent live 
large boxes of them to Ottawa. He pass- 
ed 11 Hudson Bay Ports, and saw Judge 
Fitzgerald ot St. Jntnes'. Among other 
phenomena, the Professor noticed that 
Eastorn vegotation censes West of the 
Cascades.
